2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach a fuel cap comprising a body with an outlet 
and inlet aperture, a support member (claims 7, 16, 17) or pillar (claims 1 and 18) 
carried by the cap body adjacent the outlet aperture, a second support member (claims 
7, 16, 17) or second pillar (claims 1 and 18) carried by the cap body adjacent the inlet 
aperture, an outlet aperture cover with a mounting aperture to receive the support 
member (claims 7, 16, 17) or pillar (claims 1 and 18) and adapted to flex to opening and 
closing positions of the outlet aperture and an inlet aperture cover with a mounting 
aperture to receive the second support member (claims 7, 16, 17) or second pillar 
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(claims 1 and 18) and adapted to flex to opening and closing positions of the inlet 
aperture. 

As set forth in claim 5, the prior art of record does not teach a fuel cap outlet and 
inlet vent apparatus wherein the improvement comprises an outlet aperture vent and 
inlet aperture vent in a fuel cap body, first and second metal reeds, each attached at 
one end and closing one of the outlet and inlet aperture vents with the other end that 
has a coating of plastic elastomer
